The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen

The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen 
County met in regular session at the Main Library, 900 Webster Street, 
February 22, 1971 at 4:00 p.m. Members present were: Mr. Allan Tremper, 
Mrs. Helen Knoblauch, Mr. Russell Erb, Mrs. Florence Buirley and Mr. Willard 
Shambaugh. Mr. Tremper presided. 


Approval of the minutes of the January 25th meeting was the first item 
on the agenda. Mrs. Buirley moved the minutes be approved as submitted, 
seconded by Mr. Erb and carried. 


Mr. Reynolds asked the Board's approval to pay expenses for two staff 
members to attend a meeting at Merrellville, Indiana, on March 16th and 
expenses should not exceed $20.00. Mrs. Knoblauch moved the approval to 
pay expenses of the two staff members attending the meeting, seconded by 
Mr. Shambaugh and passed unanimously. 


Mr. Reynolds next ascertained the disposition of the Board toward a 
request to purchase a multilith from budget account number 723.

Mr. Reynolds asked the Board's permission to grant two extra weeks pay 
to Charlene Holly and Fred Krueger and three weeks extra pay to Kenneth Lauer 
while attending summer session in library science.

August 6, 1971 


The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen 
County met in special session at the Main Library, 900 Webster Street, 
August 6, 1971 at 2:00 p.m. All members were present. Mr. Carl Light 
was also in attendance. Mr. Slater presided. 


Mr. Carl Light presented the following propositions for property to 
the Board. The Kroger Building at 2201 Sherman Street consisting of 
about 17,000 sq. ft. and a lot of about 45,000 sq. ft. at a cost of 
$168,000 with possession February 1, 1972. Mr. Light appraised this 
property at $220,000 including parking lot improvement. The Budde Build- 
ing at the corner of Wayne and Ewing Streets consisting of 15,000 sq. ft. 
he appriased at $375,000 which included a parking lot at Ewing & Washing- 
ton. He suggested offering $335,000 for this property and having a bank 
handle the account. We can purchase the title after one year by paying 
the balance due and must agree to take the title in twenty years. The 
proposition to purchase the Mommer property at 325 West Washington Blvd. 
for $25,000 has been delayed until September. A piece of property on 
Doan Drive can be purchased from Bishop Luers High School for $26,400 - 
$30,000. The Waynedale property is held up because of the delay in 
appearing before the City Plan Commission which will now be in September. 
He suggested we offer $7,500 for a property at the corner of Pontiac and 
John Streets 97 ft. x 150 ft. This is an abondoned filling station. 


Mrs. Buirley moved we accept the proposition to purchase the Kroger 
property at $168,000 with possession February 1, 1972. Mr. Lauletta 
seconded the motion and it passed unanimously. 


Mr. Lauletta moved we proceed with purchasing property from Bishop 
Luers for $26,400, seconded by Mrs. Knoblauch and passed unanimously. 


Mrs. Buirley moved we authorize Mr. Light to proceed with contract 
on the Budde property, seconded by Mr. Erb and passed unanimously. 


Mr. Erb moved we authorize Mr. Light to proceed with the purchasing 
of the property at Pontiac and John Streets at $7,500 and authorize 
Mr. Slater to sign the proposition to purchase. Mr. Lauletta seconded 
the motion and it passed unanimously.

Last week, you were mailed three copies of the bid tabulation sheet, with verified 
bid results. To summarize the bidding, all eight bidders were well below the 
Architect's July 9, 1971, estimate of $405,538.00. The successful bidder was 
Kinder Construction, Inc., whose bid was $353,414.00, plus $2,795.00 for the 
lawn sprinkling alternate, for a total of $356,209.00. This is $49,329.00 and 
12.2% below our estimate. (Our estimate of July 9, 1971, did not include con- 
crete paving and 4-ft, x 4-ft. light fixtures. ) 


The total contract sum, with the Board's acceptance of all three alternates, is 
$362,114.00. This is $28.80 per square foot unit cost, including all site devel- 
opment. After subtracting the estimated site development cost from the total con- 
tract sum, the building unit cost is $24.00 per square foot, This is $3.40 under 
our estimated building unit cost of $27.40. We consider the bidding results to be 
excellent, and believe Kinder Construction, Inc. is an experienced, reliable 
contractor.

The proposal as set forth in Carl Light's letter 
presents a number of problems for a municipal corporation. 


There is always some question as to how far one board 
can bend future boards. There is no fixed legal line on this, 
but the point would certainly arise”™twenty years in the un- 
likely event that the deal turns sour. 


The board cannot enter into a contract to buy anything 
until it has an appropriation to cover it. It makes no 
difference that payment is not due for a year or twenty years. 

It makes no difference that there may be an appropriation when 
the payment is due. You can't contract without an appropriation. 


Is this to be paid out of the proceeds of the bond issue? 
This might cover the appropriation in question, but would tie 
up the bond proceeds for 20 years. 


You can't pay interest out of tax money unless you go 
through a procedure like a bond issue or a tax warrant.

If there were a flat commitment to buy in twenty years, 
the $ 335,000 would be an indebtedness under the Library's 
debt limitation. You may not care now but you might sometime 
during the next 20 years. 


For all of these reasons, this draft proceeds on the 
theory of an option only. As a practical matter, the idea is 
that the 20 year option payment would be so substantial in 
relation to the "unpaid balance" that purchase would be 
virtually assured. The figures I have used may, of course, be 
adjusted, as long as the, option payments are no more that 
reasonable payments’ for the option. An option of this sort for 
20 years should be worth quite a lot.

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF PROPERTY 


The main building is primarily a three-story brick 
structure with steel and concrete frame, originally 
constructed around 1912. The entire structure has 
overall measurements of approximately 116' by 107'. 
Approximately 50% of the ground floor area is 
allicated to space for a gymnasium which has ble- 
echer sections to each side. This gymnasium area 
which starts at the first floor level has an over- 
all heighth of approximately 22 feet with no floors 
above it. Under the gymnasium area (in the base- 
ment which projects 4-6 feet out of grade) is the 
section for the swimming pool. This section has 
approximately 14' of heighth with the pool being 
recessed into the ground.

While maintenance appears to have been 
adequate, there has been little if any modernization 
in recent years. 


The second building (Residence Hall) is a slightly 
modified two-story brick single family residence.

SUMMARY AND CONCLUSION 


In spite of the fact that subject property is con- 
sidered a Special Purpose property with limited 
data available as a guide to indication of value, 
this appraiser has attempted to carefully apply 
accepted methods and tests to all availahle in- 
formation to arrive at an estimate of value. An 
analysis of the property's building improvements 
indicate that there is considerable obsolescence by 
virtue of their nature as well as their age. An 
opinion as to the value of the land has been est- 
imated as if the land were vacant and available to 
be developed to its highest and best use.

BEILEE. DrsCRIPTION, OF PROPERTY. 


The main building is primarily a three-story brick 
structure with steel and concrete frame, originally 
constructed around 1912. The entire structure has 
overall measurements of approximately 116' by 107'. 
Approximately 50% of the ground floor area is 
allicated to space for a gymnasium which has ble- 
echer sections to each side. This gymnasium area 
which starts at the first floor level has an over- 
all heighth of approximately 22 feet with no floors 
above it. Under the gymnasium area (in the base- 
ment which projects 4-6 feet out of grade) is the 
section for the swimming pool. This section has 
approximately 14' of heighth with the pool being 
recessed into the ground. 


The three-story section of the building generally 
run across the front of the building and along 

one side. The basement area of this section is a- 
dapted for locker rooms, shower rooms, storage 
rooms, and mechanical rooms. Heat is provided by 
a gas fired steam boiler and radiators in the var- 
ious rooms. The first floor which is approximately 
5' above grade has a large lobby, a lounge room, 

a general office and several private offices, a 
large dining room, and a kitchen. There are three 
tollet: roote.on Gite trlocr,  incerior finish 1s 
typically concrete floorswith asphalt tile surface, 
painted plaster walls and ceilings, and painted 
doors and trim. Electrical fixtures are generally 
incandecent type. 


The second floor has generally the same interior 
finish with the exception of maple floor surface 
over the concrete floors. Here are located five 
offices plus a staff room and a large club or 
meeting room which can be divided into three smaller 
meeting rooms.There is also a medium sized kitchen 
with older cabinets here (to serve the meeting rooms. 
The third or top floor is devoted primarily to .res- 
idence rooms. There are 29 individual rooms, plus 
a two room directors suite, and a public lounge at 
the head of the stairs. There is also a medium 
sized semi-modern kitchen on this floor. There is 
one modern three-piece bathroom plus a large com- 
cumity bathroom with several shower stalls, stools,» 
and wash-basins.

The building appears to be essentially structurally 
sound for its age. However, the plaster is deter- 
iorating, doors, trim, and fixtures are generally 
older style. While maintenance appears to have been 
adequate, there has been little if any modernization 
in recent years. 


The second building (Residence Hall) is a slightly 
modified two-story brick single family residence.

Srournd 154" Interior ti nasil) as typically oak ‘floors, 
painted plaster walls, wood double hung windows, and 
older panel doors. The first floor has a living

suite with a one-half bath for the house-mother. 

The second floor has 4 bedrooms and 2 older bath- 
rooms one of which is situated between two of the 
bedrooms.

There is a full four compartment basement with brick 
walls and foundation, and a bath with two fixtures.

Because the clients are already well acquainted with 
Fort Wayne, Indiana and with this particular locat- 
ion, the appraiser is omitting detailed data on the 
city and neighborhood and confining his discussion 
of location factors to brief comments of a few fac- 
tors considered pertinent to subject property. 
While the location is close to the central business 
district, it is just far enough removed to lack the 
strong influence of business and commercial nature. 
Obviously, the major influence is the new Public 
Library which is located immediately east of sub-

.-including the Presbyterian Church which is directly 
across the street. The Chamber of Commerce is just 
one-block west, with the Shrine just north of that. 
The American Legion Post is south of subject on 
Washington Street. 


The area to the west is generally that of older res- 
idences, many of which have been adapted to office 
use and particularly to doctor's office use because 
of the influence of the St. Joseph Hospital located 
at Broadway. The trend in the area appears strong 
for public or semi-public properties including clubs 
or fraternal type organizations all of which are 
downtown oriented. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


The property, as well as the general area, is zoned 
B-3B, General Business District, in accordance with 
Fort Wayne's General Zoning Ordinance. This des- 
ignation permits a broad catagory of business uses 
typical of the downtown central business core, but 
also includes offices and other servic businesses. 
Commercial and retail business use must be consid- 
ered only as a secondary type because of the limited 
pedestrian traffic. 


The present tax rate in this area is $11.92 per 
$100.00 of assessed valuation. The current assess- 
ment for subject property is $18,800 for land and 
$70,000 for improvements making a total assessed 
valuation of $88,800. The current annual tax lia- 
bility is approximately $10,585 per year.

It is a Special Purpose type of property and is 
Spéecit Leal bysadapted eto "the fusecof ythe current 
occupants and owners. If vacated by the current 
occupants, it is barely conceivable that is might 

be considered by fraternal or club organization, a 
church, a union hall, or perhaps adapted for offices. 
However, it is extremely unlikely that any of these

- groups would desire a building of this size nor 
want to commit themselves for the large amount of 
upkeep and expense entailed. 


The main building was designed and built to be used 
for a specific purpose. It must be recognized as 
a Special Purpose property not easily adapted to 


another use. Such properties are not generally bought 


or sold frequently in the open market. Therefore, 
considerable obsolescence is attributable to the 
property by its very nature. 


METHODS EMPLOYEDThe recommended and accepted method 
for developing an opinion as to the estimate of a 
property's value is to begin with an opinion as to 
the value of the land. This appraiser followed the 
appropriate method of valuing the subject land sep- 
arately and as if vacant and available for its 
highest and best use. Therefore, to the extend that 
the subject improvements are not consistent with 
the highest and best use of the land, this funct- 
ional and economic obsolescence is preferably at- 
tributed to the improvements and not to the land. 


By means of detailed comparisons with land com- 
parables in the vicinity of subject property, the 
market value of subject iste was estimated as 
follows:

Considered that the land involves an area calculated 
at 33,000 square feet, this $175,000. figures out

325 West Wayne - YWCA Building...This east portion of 
the property under consideration is dominated by the 
building which must be considered a special purpose 
property. Since such properties are not generally 
sold on the open market, comparable sales data is 
usually not available, or if sold, it is typically 
at distress prices because the thin market for 
buyers enables them to negotiate on the low side of 
the market value. The cost approach estimde of 
value is usually relied on most heavily in valuing 
this type property. However, because of the extreme 
age of subject, the estimate of depreciation is dif- 
ficult to judge and the final value estimate be- 
comes subject to error. 


This appraiser did attempt an estimate of value 
usingathe cost»approaeh:: Estimated replacement .cost 
new was taken from Marshall Valuation Service which 
indicated a value of $550,000 for said building. 

The appraiser estimated the building to be 65% 
physically depreciated, and attributed an additional 
20% functional and economic obsolescence. Net

of value from all causes would be 15%. Current 
building value is therefore estimated at $82,500. 


Therefore, the opinion of this appraiser relative 

to the value of the east portion of subject property 
would be the sum of the land value and the deprec- 
iated value of the improvements.

Because this is not an income producing property, 
i.e. not purchased fro the purpose of producing a 
profit or because of net income which will be re- 
turned to the owner, it is not readily valued 
using the economic or income approach. However, 
the appraiser did attempt to use this approach 

as a rough check on the foregoing value. 


After considering various types of broadly gen- 
erally competing properties, it was felt that a net 
income of $24,000 per year might be expected if 

the property could be rented. If 9% is required

as an interest return on the $131,250 invested 
in land, $11,813 of the income would be used leaving 
a balance of $12,187 attributable to return on the 
improvements. If 6% per year is required to re- 
capture the depreciating building value, a capital- 
ization rate of 15% is indicated. Applying this 
rate to the income attributable to the building, 
the capitalized building improvements are estim- 
ated at $81,250. Adding this to the land value 
we come up with a total property value forthe 
east portion of $212,500 which strongly supports 
the previous indication of value.

From even a cursory inspection of subject property, 
it is apparent that land value represents a sub- 
slamtaelepereentage of the total value,of gland and 
improvements combined. In fact, this appraiser con- 
tends that the improvements are economically obsolete 
(have no value) even though they are physically usable. 
The cost approach to value has no sound application 
if these assumptions are correct. Assuming that the 
land value for this 55' portion of the property is 
correct ($43,750) application of the income approach 
will prove that the improvements are worthless, i.e. 
eontribute nothing, te the overall value.

...asS improved ($1,950 above) it is obvious that 
the buildings contribute nothing to the overall 
value. The value of this portion of the property 
is therefore estimated at the value of the land 
which is $43,750. 


SUMMARY AND CONCLUSION 


In spite of the fact that subject property is con- 
sidered a Special Purpose property with limited 
data available as a guide to indication of value, 
this appraiser has attempted to carefully apply 
accepted methods and tests to all available in- 
formation to arrive at an estimate of value. An 
analysis of the property's building improvements 
indicate that there is considerable obsolescence by 
virtue of their nature as well as their age. An 
opinion as to the value of the land has been est- 
imated as if the land were vacant and available to

The Residence Hall improvement is considered to 

& have no value on the basis of highest and best 
use. The main YWCA Building is estimated to have 
a current value of approximately $82,000 in round 
figures.
